It was well observed by Lord John Russell on 
Thursday night— 

“The question of p+ paren is a most important one. 
Much depends on it ; while it was possible, on the one 
hand, to admit voters not entitled to the franchise, it is just 


as possible to institute a vexatious system which will nar- 
row the franchise in the greatest possible degree.” 

The broad distinction between the Ministerial 
Bill and Lord Stanley’s is the distinction between 
annual revision and annual disfranchisement and re- 
registry. Lord Stanley’s measure would disfran- 
chise Ireland once a year. That of the Irish Govern- 
ment is properly confined to a mere revision upon 
certain specified grounds. It limits the power of 
objection, which in the Tory Bill has no bounds, to 
the cases of—1, Deaths—2, Loss of qualification— 
3, Personal disqualification—4, Fraudulent persona- 
tion—5, More than one registration for the same 
property. These heads will be found to comprise 
all the cases of abuse that have been alleged to exist 
or flourish in the system now established. 

Providing for these cases fully as effectually as 
the Tory scheme, the Ministerial plan affords pro- 
tection to the honest elector, and contemplates the 
duration of the franchise for eight years, not its 
fluctuation annually at the mercy of barristers, at- 
torneys, judges, and landlords, The Tory Bill pro- 
tects nothing but the instruments of annoyance and 
the comers of oppression. It makes nothing so 

rishable as liberty, and nothing so permanent as 

itigation. The design of it is to rip open once a 
year the question of the elector's title, and investi- 
gate once a year the value of his qualification,—con- 
trary to the principles of natural equity, and con- 
trary to the practice of British law. The Ministe- 
rial Bill, on the other hand, conformably to those 
principles and that practice, proposes to communi- 
cate some weight and durability to the decisions of 
the legal tribunals on points like these, so as to give 
the electoral system some Segre of fixity, and set a 
limit to litigious and vexatious o

We have thus to choose between a plan of reform- 
ing without destroying, and one that far less effec- 
tually reforms than destroys, On one side is a 
temperate but adequate correction of abuses ; on 
the other an indiscriminate havoc of wrong and 
right. On one side annual dispossession and unset- 
tlement ; on the other a sober but efficacious annual 
revision. Here a power of objection and vexation 
without stop or stint; there an equitable limit to 
objection, nicely drawn between the principle of pre- 
serving the purity of the register on the one side, 
and keeping the approaches to it open and easy on 
the other, The Whig Bill r ts the Reform Act ; 
the Tory Bill characteristically sets it at nought. 
The Whig Bill regards established rights of indivi- 
duals ; the Tory Bill serves the elector with an an- 
nual ejectment from his constitutional holding, the 
elective franchise, in the hopes of at last exhausting 
his means of resistance and powers of endurance, 
and. sinking him again into the state of villeinage 
out of which the law so lately raised him. 

The Ministerial Bill, beside empowering the 
assistant barristers to expunge names from the 
register in the five cases already enumerated, directs 
them also to strike off the names of persons regis- 
tered more than eight years, and not re-registered 
within that period. Thus every eight years it is 
proposed to put the elector to pros snag of his 
claims de novo. This is done to conform to what

The Tory Bill gives an appellate jurisdiction to 
the Judges, in order to bring the Tory construction 
of the law on the test of value to bear upon the 
Irish constituencies, and thus defeat the unques- 
tionable design of the Reform Act. The Tories 
propose by one and the same measure to damage the 
popular interest and tarnish the judicial character. 
No other instruments but the chief Judges of the 
land will serve them in their assaults upon the 
franchise. On the other side, the expediency of a 
court of appeal is not denied, and a separate bill 
specially constituting such a jurisdiction accom- 
panies that which provides for the revision of the 
registries. We rejoice that the tribunal is not to be 
composed of the Judges, and this upon higher 
grounds than any consideration of party interest. 

The same Bill includes a declaration of the law 
on the point of value, rendered indispensable by the 
dissensions of the Irish judicial authorities of all de- 

ees upon that vexed question. The declaration con- 
orms to the undoubted intentions of the authors of 
the Reform Act, manifested not only by their 
statements at the time, but by the provisions and 
language of that measure. 

Lord Stanley repeated on Thursday night the 
hypocritical pretence that his Bill deals with Regis- 
tration only, and abstains religiously from the 
franchise. In reply to Sir Denham Norreys, his 
Lordship said— 

“ He not only objected to the motion, bat, waiving that 
objection, he also objected to the time when it was sought 
to introduce it; and the intention to add it to the present 
bill, because if there was one thing more than another which 
was understood during the progress of the bill, it was that 
it dealt with registration only; but that every question 
affecting the franchise was excluded, as a matter which 
might tend to prevent its passing.” 

Not to speak of the drift of the entire measure, 
what is the meaning of the appeal against the fran- 
chise given to the Judges, if it is not to cut the 
franchise down tothe Tory standard ? This we are 
told is “dealing with Registration only!” The 
only difference between Sir Denham Norreys and 
Lord Stanley is that the former seeks to carry his 
point openly and frankly, the latter obliquely and by 
guile, after the serpentine fashion of the first Tory.

cruisers to proceed to cateh and slaughter them on the high 
seas, such were an undertaking beyond our strength. But 
who is ignorant of the fact ? These foreigners being crafty 
and fraudulent, fierce and overbearing, despising the laws of 
the land, and not brooking limit or restraint, the soldiery and 
people of Kwangtung have for a long time cherished towards 
them a violent animosity, and every man burns with im 
tience to give vent to it. It is only because the successive 
viceroys and fooyuens, being unwilling to do anything that 
might light the torch of war, have for a long time rigorous! 
held in our people and not allowed them to give it a trial, 
that the Kwangtungmen have kept their patience till the pre- 
sent day. 

“ My humble idea of the matter then is this: as we have 
hitherto appeared as hosts and they as guests ; as we are on 
shore and they are afloat, it does not seem necessary to me 
under these circumstances to send our cruisers a long way 
out to sea to give battle to them; but as the intercourse of 
the said foreigners is cut off, and they being but scantily 
supplied with necessaries, the pressure of their sufferings 
will not allow them to remain a long time anchored in the 
outer ocean, they must of necessity again ester our inner 
waters, and ramble and spy out as before.

The Chinese seem inclined to be very accommo- 
dating enemies. Their presumption is one of our 
best allies. The apprehension was that they would 
avoid battle, and that our expedition would be una- 
ble to make any impression, having no point of 
resistance on which to operate in so extensive a 
country. But, instead of this policy, the Chinese 
have the infatuation of thinking to oppose our expe- 
.dition with ships built for merchant service and 
turned, for the nonce, into men-of-war. This is 
merely presenting something for us to knock to 
pieces or to capture, It is furnishing us with the 
subject-matter for showing our superiority. 

The Chinese, notwithstanding their ignorance, 
have discerned and acknowledged the superiority of 
European ships to their clumsy junks; but they 
have not the skill to perceive that there is even a 
greater difference between a man-of-war and a mer- 


that he or they who should be able to take a foreign ship, 
the entire ship and cargo should be given them for en- 
couragement ; and this being made knowa, every one would 
be more eager than the other in pressing forward to the cap- 
ture; and what stay, I ask, would these rascally foreigners 
have to cling to any longer? Would not their hearts, on the 
contrary, die within them for fear 2?” 

We think not. Tsang Wangyen would do what 
the Chinese have done before—cateh a Tartar. 
Diving for British men-of-war would not succeed, 
and the divers would find it more judicious to remain 
at the bottom of the river.

No matter 
what country these foreign ships may come from, do not let 
a single one of them hold commercial intercourse with us.” 

He thinks, however, that there is such virtue in 
massacre that even the knowledge that there is a 
plan for one may have so salutary an effect on the 
minds of barbarians as to render us amenable, and to 
terrify us into a safe state for a limited intercourse. 

* Only let a plan be laid for a general massacre, and these 
said foreigners cannot but fear and tremble, aad come to 
implore us, Afterwards, if we find that they can with a 
sincere and contrite heart repent them of their crimes, then 
a memorial may be addressed to your sacred Majesty, praying 
that, out of the abundance of your heavenly goodness, you 
will again permit them to renew their commercial inter- 
course, But even then a limit must be put to the export of 
tea, rhubarb, and such commodities, and they must on no 
account he permitted to exceed the prescribed bounds, 
This is what I cali keeping a strong hold upon them;

All the movements, 
too, except the slow one—which was charmingly executed 
and encored—were hurried on at so rapid a rate, that the 
author's design was rendered pene lightte ; consequently 
it was quite impossible even to guess how he intended to 
carry it out, and his modulations were of course utterly 
confounded, M, Liszt’s powers of execution we admit, 
but regret that they betray him into such downright extra- 
vagances. We believe him to be possessed of great

ATTEMPT on tue LIFE or toe QUEEN 
AND PRINCE ALBERT. 


About 6 o’clock on Wednesday evening the Queen and 
Prince Albert left Buckingham pre by the garden gate 
Opening upon Constitution hill. Her Majesty and the 
Prince were seated in a low drotschka, followed by the 
equerries in waiting, Col. Buckley, Sir E. Bowater, and 
the usual attendants. After the carriege had proceeded 
some short distance up Constitution hill, a young man, 
who it is said had come from the Green park, presented 
a pistol and fired it, either at her Majesty or Prince 
Albert, there being no person between him and the car- 
riage. The Prince instantly turned his head in the direc- 
tion from which the report came, when the man drew 
from behind his back a second pistol, and discharged 
it at the carriage, which, proceeding at a pace somewhat 
more rapid, had by this time passed him a little. Several 

rsons rushed towards the perpetrator of the outrage, and 
he was immediately seized and handed over to two of the 
metropolitan police, who conveyed him to the Queen 
square police court. ‘Ihe discharge of the pistols and 
the seizure of the offender ogy occupied a minute. 
Her Majesty's carriage moved on, but neither her appear- 
ance nor thatof Prince Albert evinced any strong indication 
of alarm or excitement at the attack from which they had so 

rovidentially escaped. ‘The name of the person who has 
Shee guilty of this atrocious attack is Edward Oxford; his 
address is No. 6 West street, West square, Surrey. His 
appearance is that of a mechanic, from 18 to 20 years of 
age, and rather below the middle height. The royal pair 
continued their drive, and after passin through the tri- 
umphal arch her Majesty and Prince Albert proceeded 
down Grosvenor place, and thence into Belgrave square, 
to the residence of the Duchess of Kent, her Majesty be- 
ing evidently anxious that the first intelligence of her 
escape should be conveyed by her own lips. After a short 
stay they again entered the carriage and returned to Hyde 
park, at the gates of which they were received by a large 
number of noblemen, gentlemen, and ladies, who had 
been taking equestrian exercise in the park, and, having 
heard of the occurrence, hastened to testify the great joy 
they experienced at the happy result, which they did by 
the most enthusiastic cheers, and by accompanying the 
royal carriage, which proceeded into the Park, and through 
to the Regent’s park, near which and in Baker street, 
where the news of the attempt on her Majesty's life had 
not yet reached, many persons remarked how well the 
Queen looked, for as she returned to Buckingham yews 
about half after 7 o’clock, not the slightest mark of agita- 
tion was to be traced in her countenance. By that time 
the approaches to the palace were filled with gentlemen 
and ladies, who escorted the carriage with the most enthu- 
siastic cheering to the palace itself, Her Majesty smiled 
repeatedly, aod seemed much more delighted by the 
enthusiasm which the circumstance had called forth, than 
affected by the danger she had passed through. The 
scene was one of the most interesting that can be con- 
ceived, When her Majesty arrived, we understand that 
she was so overcome by her feelings—which up to that 
time had sustained her courage and resolution in a sur- 
prising degree—that on reaching her private apartment 
she burst into a flood of tears, which relieved her so 
much thatshe rallied immediately alter, and expressed her 
determination to join the dinner party, which she did, 
and appeared perfectly recovered from the effects of her 
recent alarm. The royal pair were visited the same 
evening by the Duke of Sussex, Prince George of 
Cambridge, and other branches of the Royal Family. 
Throughout the evening, and until after dark, the spot 
where the atrocious act was attempted was crowded 
with so numerous an assemblage that it was found ne- 
cessary to keep a body of police in attendance. On the 
wall of the royal gardens, nearly opposite where the man 
who fired was secured, there is a mark or indentation, 
which is supposed to have been caused by one of the 
bullets. 

The prisoner, on being brought into the station-house 
as above stated, said his name was Edward Oxford, and 
that he was seventeen years of age: that he was in the 
habit of obtaining his livelihood es a pot-boy at public 
houses, and that his last place was at the Hog-in-the 
Pound, Marylebone lane, tacing Oxford street. He was 
seized, first by a bricklayer’s labourer, by a gentleman 
named Lowe, residing in Copthall court, Throgmorton 
street, and by a person named Clayton, living at 52 Wiad- 
mill street, Golden square, who were standing to see the 
royal cortége pass, together with Mr Beckham, one of the 
pages of honour to the Queen, who was accidentally pass- 
ing atthe time. A second young man, who stood close 
by, was also seized, upon the supposition that he was an 
accomplice. Police constables brown, 85, and Smith, 
42 A, instantly came up, and both persons were given 
into custody, but one of them was re on the 
sentation ot Mr Beckham, that gentleman stating that he 
saw him about to rush to seize the pri the instant the 
report of the first poe was halind, Bok tas seeing the 
second immediately raised, he staggered back apparently 
frightened. The prisoner, who was 1 bly attired in 
a dark’ surtout coat, light gambroon trousers, and light 
waistcoat, was charged before Inspector Partridge, who was 
on duty at the station house, with maliciously, and

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his person. The pistols which were found in his posses- 
sion were like duelling pistols, the barrels being from 
seven to eight inches in length, but without any maker's 
name thereon. They had percussion caps, and had evi- 
dently been recently discharged. On examining the 
nipples the percussion caps were found on them exploded. 
From the statements of several witnesses of the occurrence, 
Oxford was observed standing with his arms folded against 
the iron railings of the Green park, prior to the approach 
of the Royal cortege, but as the carriage neared the place 
where he was standing, he was seen to place his hands 
behind him under the tails of his coat, and when it came 
nearly opposite, he deliberately fired in the direction of 
her Majesty and Prince Albert, and afterwards repeated 
his fire. 

The most important statement was that of a person 
named Pecks :—*‘ I have been in London about a week 
from Dorsetshire, and having never seen the Queen, I was 
anxious to see her, and accordingly I went to the park, 
and placed myself near to the palace ; after being there 
for a few minutes I saw her Majesty and Prince Albert 
come out of the palace, but not obtaining a good view, I 
ran on to the Green park, turning round by the angle to 
the west road. I placed myself about forty yards in the 
road towards Hyde park, for I had never seen the Queen 
before, and I therefore had a great desire to see her. On 
her coming up, I consider there were not nine people pre 

sent; the prisoner was standing near me, he had his 
hands folded across under his coat. As the carriage came 
within a few yards of him, I saw him take his right arm 


fired it. He held it as if he was fighting a duel or point 
blank. I thought it was an act of rejvicing, but instantly 
afterwards he drew a second pistol from his breast. He 
then crossed his arms, and stooped as if he took aim, and 
then fired. The instant he did so Prince Albert looked 
very flushed in his face, but the Queen appeared to me 
not to change countenance, for she leant forward and spoke 
to Prince Albert, and the carriage then drove of rapidly 
towards Hyde park. I became alarmed, and, not knowing 
what was meant, ran away. On my reaching Covent 
garden J told a constable what I had seen, who took me 
to his inspector, and came with me here.” Mr Pecks 
afterwards said: ‘1 had a very good view of the Queen, 
and she appeared to me very interesting, and by no means 
alarmed when the pistols were fired.”——The prisoner, who 
maintained a considerable degree of sullenness, inquired 
if the Queen was injured.—Mr Superintendent May: Mr 
Pecks, what did you feel at the moment the pistols were 
fired 1—-Mr Pecks: I felt stunned and stupified. I could 
not believe that her Majesty’s life was attempted, 

The following is the statement of a gentleman named 
Woodstock :—About a quarter past six o’clock he was in 
St James's park, walking towards the railings of the Green 
park, and hearing a cry of ** The Queen,” he ran to get a 
place on the road leading to Constitution hill, and saw 
the phaeton coming towaids them, drawn by four bays. 
Prince Albert sat on the left of the Queen, As it passed 
him, he saw a little further up the road a young maa, as 
the cortege approached towards him, step forward about 
two paces from the railings, and raise his right arm and 
fire a pistol. The aim was apparently at the royal pair. 
He ran towards the fellow, but before he could reach him 
he discharged another pistol in the same direction. The 
cortége never slackened its pace, nor did he hear any one 
scream. ‘The phaeton was very low, and from the direc- 
tion in which the person who fired held the pistols, their 
contents would pass over it and the heads of the royal 
pair. ‘The man never attempted to run away, nor did he 
move from the spot until taken into custody. A man in 
the garb of a bricklayer first seized him, and then two 
gentlemen. Several ladies were standing near the spat. 


On making inquiries as soon as possible after the 
occurrence as to Oxferd’s character at the Hog-in- 
the-Pound, where he lived as barman, the landlord 
said he left his service on the Ist of May last. He 
had lived with bim about three months. ‘The only eccen- 
tricity he was possessed of was a habit of continual laugh- 
ing, In consequence of which he was discharged. His 
conduct was otherwise rational, Ilis friends reside at 
Birmingham, which place he left at the age of nine years, 
In the course of the examination the prisoner stated that 
he had never been ill a day in his life, excepting when he 
was ‘*‘ blown up by gunpowder.” Upon being asked his 
object for committing the act, he turned round, and point. 
ing to the police, replied, ‘‘ These gentlemen will tell 
you my object. ‘There are thousands by this time know 
my object ; the act shows it.” In answer to further in- 
terrogatories the prisoner said he had drank only a pint 
and a half of beer during the day; and it appears on in- 
vestigation he was not an intemperate young man. His 
mother, with whom he resided, formerly kegt a coffee-shop 
in the Waterloo road, but has latterly resided in West 
strect, in private lodgings, having a small but competent 
income. On Tuesday evening the prisoner called upon 
Mr Linton, a butcher in the Waterloo road, with whose 
son he is acquainted, and remained there for two hours, 
but upon that nor any other occasion has he betrayed any 
appearance of iccoherency. Up to the present time he 
bore a good character ; he is of slim make, dark visaged, 
with small but expressive eyes, and stands about 5 feet 4 
inches high, He has a sister and mother, but no brother or 
father living. Serjeant Howie having given the prisoner 
a cup of coffee, and upon the latter tasting it, he ex- 
claimed, ‘* Well, old fellow, here's your good health,” 
adding that it was not bad. Serjeant Howie remarked,

There ix 
not the least appearance of a bewildered intellect, 
or the least ys eirgge to any aberration of mind 
Within half an hour after the occurrence, Lords Mu, 
bourne, Normanby, Uxbridge, Sir Robert Peel, most of 
the Ministers, and many of the Privy Council, arrived at 
the Palace, and continued until a late hour investigating 
the matter. Atten o’clock Mr Fox Maule, the Under. 
Secretary of State, accompanied by several gentlemen 
from the Home Department, visited the station house and 
saw the prisoner, who still continued to manifest th. 
greatest composure. He was visited by Mr M‘Cann, the 
surgeou, late on Wednesday night, at which time some 
one asked him where he slept on the previous (Tuesday) 
night; he replied, “At home, and [ slept sound and 
well, and so | shall do here,” pointing to the bed in his 
cell, The lodgings of the prisoner in West street, West 
square (which only consisted of a bed-room) have beea 
again minutely searched by the police, but nothing addi. 
tional found. 

In the course of the night he asked to be allowed a 
pillow, which was granted, and also to be furnished with 
some more coffee and bread and butter. This request 
was also conceded tohim. About five o’clock he fell into 
a sound slumber, from which he did not awake uwati! 
about eight o’clock in the morning. When he rose (on 
which, say the accounts, he devoured a hearty breakfast) 
he expressed a desire, bordering on anxiety, to know 
where he was to be taken to, when the constable to whom 
he put the question replied that he did not know, He 
did not press the subject further. He, however, expressed 
a wish to be conveyed in a clean state before the parties 
who were to judge of his conduct ; and he then asked fur 
soap and water, which were provided for him. His ap- 
pearance, after he had thus cleansed himself, was far 
superior to what would be imagined from his grade iallife, 
Amongst the other inquiries which he made, he was par- 
ticularly anxiously to know if the cells in all the station- 
houses were as good as the one in which he had been 
confined. A reply in the affirmative was returned ; when 
he said that, from what he had heard and read in the 
newspapers, their account respecting the cells was very 
incorrect, 

Such were facts as known up to the latest hour of the 
night on which the atrocious attempt was made, We 
proceed to describe, in their regular sequence, the occur, 
rences and disclosures of the following day. 


From an early hour on Thursday morning large nun- 
bers of respectable persons of all ages continued congre- 
gating on Constitution hill, round the spot at which, oa 
the previous evening, the shots were fired, anxiously dis 
cussing the particulars of the attempted assassination, and 
canvassing the correctness of the various in circula.

Irish Reoisrration Briz.— Lord Srawuey moved 
the order of the day for going into committee on 
the registration of voters (Ireland) bill, No, 1.

rates on a valuation of £ per annum, to register 
his vote without reference to the amount of his bene- 
ficial interest,—Lord Sraniey objected to the motion, 
because the present bill dealt with the registration 
only. — Mr Warsurron argued that before they pro- 
ceeded to constitute a system of registration, it was 
froper that they should define that which was to be 
registered, —Lord Morpeth, Sir E. Sugden, Mr O'Connell, 
and Sir W. Somerville, with other members, addressed the 
house, and a goud deal of discussion ensued, when the 
motion was lost by a majority of 313 to 220.—No pro- 
gress was made with the bill, in consequence of much 
personalaltercation. Mr O'Connell having stated that he 
should move the adjournment of the house, was insulted 
by ‘‘ loud shouts and whistling” from the opposition. 

“¢ This,’ continued Mr O'Connell, ‘is a bill to trample on 
their rights. (Great groaning, and cries of ‘Ob, on!” from 
the same parties.)

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Srain.—Madrid papers and letters from the 29th to the 
3ist ult. inclusive have arrived. The official Gazette 
contains a royal decree, appointing the senator Don An- 
tonio de Aldama captain-general of New Castile, in place 
of General Villabois. Nothing certain was known as to 
the departure of the Queen, Balmaseda’s sudden march 
upon the province of Guadalaxara, with six Carlist batta- 
lions, had caused some sensation in Madrid, and it was 
considered imprudent for the Royal Family to begin their 
tour until the enemy was dispersed. The Madrid Gezette 
publishes a bulletin of General O’Donnell, dated Cenia, 
May 21, in which he states that he marched from Ulde- 
cona on the 20th, to attack Cabrera, who, with eight bat- 
talions and two hundred cavalry, occupied positions at 
and near the village of Cenia, from which, however, he 
was dislodged after a smart action, the Queen's troops 
losing seventy, besides several officers wounded, including 
Henry O'Donnell, the brother of the general, and Lieut. 
Askwith, the British commissary with the army of the 
centre. Cabrera’s baggage-train, —e effects, ammu- 
nition, and row were seized, This was the first 
affair in which the Carlist chief had a since his 
illness. He subsequently took up positions near Cenia, 
and O'Donnell was ing for a second attack, to drive 
him across the Ebro. The brave General Aspiroz, wounded 
in the battle of Solsona, is no more, He had caused the 
re-opening of the bleeding by moving in his bed, and he 
died resisting the surgeons, who were preparing to ampu- 
tate his leg. 

Advices from Bayonne of the 4th inst. state, that since 
the taking of Morella the Viceroy of Navarre had des- 
patched upwards of twenty couriers to the different cor 
cantoned in the northern provinces.

Curna.—The Queen Mab, Capt. Ainley, which sailed 
from Macao on the 21st of February, arrived at Liverpool 
on Saturday, bringing the Canton Press to the 19th. 
Those by the Thomas Coutts were to the 5th only. The 
Mor, which sailed from Plymouth on the 24th of October, 
with despatches for Captain Elliot, arrived at Lantao on 
the 15th of February, in 113 days. *‘ It is believed,” says 
the Canton Press, ** on the best authority, that the public 
despatches by the Mor confirm the propriety of Captain 
Elliot's conduct in withdrawing the British residents from 
Canton, and doing all in his power to prevent their re- 
turn thither. The instructions are not precise nor defi- 
nite, but if we can place any reliance on what we hear, 
Captain Elliot’s measures are anges | supported by the 
home Government.” It is added, that it is understood 
that all future negotiations with the Chinese are to be 
conducted by the Indian Government. Lin had been 
superseded in the governorship of Canton, and appointed 
Governor of the two Kwang provinces. He returned the 
seal to the Emperor by the hands of the late Governor 
Tang, who, it was rumoured, would be the new Governor 
of Canton. Captain Ainley reports that the Ariel, with 
Government despatches and Mr P. Robertson on board, 
was reported to have arrived off Macao on the evening 
before he sailed; she was expected to bring instructions 
from the Government to the early part of November. The 
Canton Register of the 18th of February states that an 
edict from the Emperor was received there on the 12th, 
inquiring of the local government the policy of excluding 
the trade of all foreign nations without exception, and 
authorising the governor to give effect to the interdict, 
without referring to Pekin, if he deemed it politic to do 
so. It had not, however, been acted upon, and the most 
intelligent Chinese are of opinion that there are too many 
opposing interests to admit of such a course. The buying 
of the foreign ships, although by the orders of the govern- 
vernment, was exceedingly unpopular with the Hong 
merchants, who will have to pay for them. After the 
Hong had settled for the purchase of the Danish ship 
Norden for 45,000 dollars, the government had receded 
from the bargain, on the plea that she is not worth so 
large asum; and the Canton Register observes, that after 
the purchase of the Cambridge and Norden, and posses- 
sing themselves also of the Vansittart, which they will 
also probably pay for, what are they to do for manning 
and navigating such craft, to which their own people are 
totally unequal, and we should hardly suppose that either 
British or American seamen will have the temerity to 
enlist under the colours of Admiral Kwan, and we are 
assured that the experience of a Chinese commander does 
not reach above the maintop. It is thought in Canton 
that they do not mean to persevere in their project of em- 
ploying foreign shipping. Many Chinese families were 
flying from Macao. In the meantime a spirit of discon- 
tent and rebellion among the inhabitants of Pekin and of 
the second capital, Moukden, has excited considerable 
alarm, and several of the mandarins have been degraded 
for having neglected to seize the criminals. 

Arremrr To wurn tHe Barrisn Frirer.—About ten 
o'clock on Friday morning two smal! junks were observed 
to arrive among the shipping in Tongkoo Bay. About 
half-past one on Saturday morning they were observed 
coming down {rom the eastern end of the bay in flames, 
but, the wind being too southerly, they drifted inshore of 
the shipping through the mass of small Chinese boats and 
foreign schooners: one touched the Devil schooner, and 
set fire to her forward, but the crew succeeded in extin- 
guishing the fire with the loss of the jib and damage to 
the bowsprit. These junks, or rafts, were filled with all 
kinds of combustibles, cotton, oil, bamboo guns, or rather 
tubes, thickly mounted in several tiers, which threw out 
fire balls as the fire reached them. Some of the ships 
slipped their cables, and the Cowasjee Family was aground 
for a few hours, but without receiving any damage. It is 
the opinion of an experienced eye-witness that had there 
been twenty such juoks chained together, the shipping 
would have been greatly injured. This abortive attempt, 
however, has had the good effect of awakening ‘the cap- 
tains and officers of the ships to the danger to which they 
are any ey and they are therefore more on the alert;

It has been decreed that in mixed marriages all 
the children shall follow the religion of their father, and 
in case of refusal by the clergy of any denomination to 
perform the nuptial ceremony, marriage by one religion is 
to be held sufficient and binding on both parties. The 
obstacles formerly existing to a change of religion are re- 
moved. It is now necessary merely to go before the civil 
authorities, to-whom a statement of fire for the 
change is made, and the royal assent is obtained, Con- 
cessions have been made in favour of the Jews, but the 
bill, which had passed both tables of the Diet, for placing 
them on an equality with other subjects, not noble, has 
been refused the royal assent.

Whole families are cast down in 
it at once; they do not receive sufficient care or attendance, 
and, in most instances, the majority of them fall victims 
tothe malady. The prevalence of the disease is, in a great 
measure, owing to bad food; but there are other concvr- 
rent causes which Breatly aggravate the evil, When one 
member of a poor flunily is seized with fever, he is not 
instautly removed to an hospital, but, on the contrary, is 
kept at home until all the rest are infected with the malady. 
It is most deplorable to see these creatures sometimes lying 
three in a bed, sometimes in the same apartment where 
several blacksmiths are working at a forge, and where they 
could not sustain life unless they possessed the nature of a 
salamander. Besides, the back streets, courts, and lanes 
are in such a state of filth that the very air is impregnated 
with infection. — Vindicator.

Mrs Oxford, the mother of the prisoner, who a 
dreadfully affected, kept a Coffeeshop ih the Waterloo 
road about three years since: she states that her hus.

occasions during his lifetime exhibited symptoms of 
insanity ; and also that she has at times herself laboured 
under nervous delusions, and she argues that it cannot 
therefore be extraordinary that her son’s mind sheuld be 
also affected. She declares her belief that no balis were 
in the pistols when discharged, and that the whole was a 
mere boyish frolic. She also stated that her son brought 
the pistols home only a few weeks ago, and dreadfully 
frightened her by holding one of them to her head; and 
that some nights since he was locked out, and on being 
afterwards admitted exhibited great irritability of temper, 
and a remarkable strangeness was observed in his man. 
ner. In addition, she likewise stated that he once cut up 
the sheéts and blankets of his bed into shreds, and at 
another time rode into the parlour on horseback. 


Tt has not yet been stated that among the articles found 
at the prisoner’s lodging was a mould for casting bullets, 
which is nearly new. 
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It has also been ascertained that 
Oxford, a few days since, purchased 12 bullets at Green's 
shooting gallery, in Leicester square, which he has for the 
last four or five weeks been in the habit of frequenting, 
When there, however, he has, we understand, not been at 
all noticed by the other frequenters ; and at each visit he 
only spent 1s.,—viz., six shots, three with pistols, and 
three with a rifle, at the latter of which he is most pro- 
ficient. 

Since Oxford’s incarceration in Newgate a decided al- 
teration has been noticed in his conduct. He has become 
low, and his spirits much depressed, and more than once 
bas been found in tears, although he occasionally exhibits 
a degree of levity unsuited to the serious offence with 
which he is charged. The governor and chaplain are in- 
defatigable in their attentions to him; and we understand 
that in the course of some serious conversation with them 
he has stated that he felt his own life was gone, but that 
he cared little about it, only he feared he had also sacti- 
ficed that of his mother.

It is generally supposed that the prisoner will not 
undergo any further examination at the Home Office, 
fom the fact that when persons are finally committed 
for trial by the magistrates, they are always sent direct to’ 
Newgate, and this rule would hold good in ordinary 
cases of felony; and we believe that the Governor of 
Newgate would not in general feel himself justified in 
parting with the custody of a prisoner once committed to; 
his charge without a habeas corpus, In charges of high 

reason, however, the case is different, as the Governor 

would be bound to deliver up @ prisoner so charged at 
any time that the Secretary of State might think fit to 
order bis removal for the purpose of being revexamined 
before his trial, so that it is not at all improbable that 

Oxford may be again examined at the Home Office, 
should any fresh facts arise to warrant that step being 
taken. 

The indictment against the prisoner will no doubt be 
preferred by the government authorities when the session of 
the Central Criminal Court commences, next week, and 
the grand jury are sworn, It is not at all likely, how- 
ever, that the trial of the prisoner will take place at that 
session, as the rule of law in cases of high treason (as laid’ 
down in the memorable case of Frost and otters) requires 
that the prisoner shall be served with a copy of the indict- 
ment, together with a listof the witnesses, and the names 
of the jurors by whom he will be tried, 14 clear days from 
the time of the finding of a true bili against him by the; 
grand jury, in order that he may have suffictent time to 
prepare for his defence; and he will atso require a copy j 
of the depositions, to know the nature of the evidence 
which he will be called upon to answer. It has also been 
suggested that a special commission will probably be 
issued, for the special purpose of trying the prisoner; but 
itis not probable that such a course will be adopted, as 
the next session after that which will cammence on Mon- 
day next is fixed for the 6th of July, so that there will, 
be no necessity for deviating from the ordinary course in| 
this particular instance,

DREADFUL FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


On Sunday morning a fire broke out in Ivy lane on the 
premises occupied rt Price, bookbinder, adjacent to the 
eastern entrance to Newgate market. Mr Price carried on 
his business in the house, but let out the front shop to Mr 
Packer, a bookseller, who resided at Camberwell. The 
police abstained from bursting open the doors, lest the 
current of air which would have rushed in should cause the 
increase of flames upwards, and prevent the escape of the 
inmates. They, however, raised an alarm throughout the 
neighbourhood, and a few seconds after a boy was observed 
scrambling along the parapet of the house, and at the same 
moment a man and a woman, the latter with an infant in her 
arms, at one of the second-floor windows. The fire at this 
period had not burst oot into a flame, but dense volumes of 
smoke were issving from all parts of the building. The 
man and his wife implored assistance from the people as- 
sembled in the street below. Some shov'ed for them “ to 
jomp,” others to wait “till the fire-escape came,” and in 
expectation of the latter some minutes elapsed. It becoming 
evident that these unfortunate persons were sinking, owing 
to the suffocating smoke by which they were surrounded, 
notwithstending they leaned out of the window as far as 
possible to avoid it, one of the police pulied off his great 
coat, and having obtained the assistance of «ther persons to 
hold it, called upon the man and woman to t)row themselves 
out. The man, seeing that this was the on'y alternat've, 
took the child from the woman’s arms, and threw it into the 
street, where it alighted in perfect safety, having been caught 
in the coat, The man then got out of the window on toa 
narrow project ing ledge of brickwork passing under ir. 
From this he slipped » ll to the window o! the first floor, 
and having with his feet broken in one of the panes of glass, 
secured a footing on the window-frame. He then threw 
himself of and was caught in the coat below. The female 
made a similar attempt, but, owing to want of courage, clung 
to a ledge of brickwork by her hands for some minutes. 
Ultimately she Jet go her hold and came on her feet on to 
the top of the shop front, from which she rebounded on to 
the coat, which was already prepared to receive her below. 
These s turned out to bea Mr and Mrs Sinfield and 
their child, lodgers. They were in their night clothes, and 
with the exception of cutting their feet with the glass, they 
sustained no material injury. Neither Mr Price, his wife, 
nor ahy of his family were yet seen. It was nearly four 
o'clock before the flames were entirely subdued, not before 
much damage had taken place to the premises of Mr Virtue, 
the Hope tavern, and four other houses in Ivy lane, and 
also to three houses on the east side of Newgate market, 
In the mean time the neighbours became aware of Mr 
Price's escape, but it was almost certain that Mrs Price 
and her four children had perished in the flames. About 
five o'clock the smoke having partially evaporated, the 
remains of some human beings were discovered dangling 
between the burnt rafters of the upper portion of the build- 
ing. The heat of the ruins, however, prevented at this time 
any approach for the purpose of removing them on the part 
of the firemen; bet in about an hour afierwards, by the 
constant play of water on them, they became sufficiently 
cooled to allow of an attempt being made to secure them, 
and two fremen having ascended to the window of the floor, 
from which the bodies were seen to be suspended, they suc- 
ceeded, after much difficulty and danger, in placing them in 
@ sheet and lowering them into the street. These were the 
bodies of three children; and, from the position in which 
they were found, it is evident that they perished clinging to 
one another, Immediately afier search was made on the 


basement of the building, and the body of their unfortunate | Mf 
mother (Mrs Price), with the remains of an infant clinging | 


to her breast, were discovered amidst the rains. Mr Price 
remains in a state almost a ching to madness. It is 
stated upon good authority that he has for some time pre- 
vious to the occurrence affected with a nervous com. 
laint, which impaired his intellect. To this is mainly attri- 
ted his inability to rescue his unfortunate wile and 
children; it being ascertained from the position of the 
premises that he might, had he been possessed of sufficient 
nerve, have saved the whole of them, by sing them 
through the trap-door of the bed-room in which they sle 
to the roof. A table being vse under the trap-door in 
this room only left a space of three feet from its position tu 
the ceiling, so that Mr Price might easily have received, 
with the least exertion, the children through it. Mrs Price 
was very near hef. accouchement. She is scarcely at all 
disfigured by the fire about the head and face, but her legs 
| and her lower extremities almost 
reduced toa cinder. The eldest boy is identified by a part 
of his corduroy trowsers, which he to jump into on 
the alarm being raised, but the other children are so dread- 
fully burnt that their size is the only means by which they 
can be told one from the other. But one apprentice slept in

and John Price, ree vay aged thirteen and a half, eleven, 
seven, and four.—John Noble, baker, was crossing the bottom 
of Ivy lane on Sunday morning, about half-past one o'clock ; 
he heard a cracking of wood, end looking round, saw a fire 
in Mr Price's. veral persons made their a nee. 
Cried out for the fire escapes, but neither the police nor any 
other persons t seemed to know anything about them. 
One of the policemen said there was none nearer that Hol- 
boro hill. (Cries of “ Shame.”)—Henry Mauday, of Newgate 
market, whose house is at the back of the premises destroyed, 
said he was aroused by a boy's voice exclaiming, “ Master, 
master ! there’s a fire!” upon which another voice exclaimed, 
“ Put it out, put it oat!” Two minutes after the flames be- 
came more powerful, and raged dreadfully. His attention 
was first aroused about half-past one o'clock in the morning. 
His own room became so hot that he began to think of self- 
preservation, and made his escape as quickly as possible.— 
Wa. Morris, a policeman, was present when the fire broke 
out. He knew where the ladder escapes were, but there was 
no time to go for them, They were in Butcher Hall lane, 
but there was no person to send for them, as he expected 
the female to drop every minute, and she might have been 
dashed to pieces if her fall had not been broken.— William 
Jones, apprentice to Mr Price, went to bed at eleven o'clock 
on Saturday evening, with three of the children. The eldest 
boy, William, awoke him, saying the house was on fire. He 
then awoke the others, and they all ran up to their father 
and mother in the back attic, crying and screaming. They 
were sleeping in a room under their parents. He also ran 
up and went into the front room, broke the window, and got 
out on the parapet. Never saw either Mr Price or his famil 
afterwards. There was a trap door tothe roof just over Mr 
Price’s bed. They could have easily got out there on to the 
roof of the house. His master and himself were the last 
persons in the shop the previous evening. They left it about 
ten o’clock. Could not form any idea how the fire originated, 
There was nothing in the cellar of a combustible nature, 
There were shavings and paper-cuttings in a tub in the sho 
The other apprentice was absent—W=am. Sinfield lodged in 
the second floor. Went to bed about twelve o'clock. Was 
not aware whether Mr Price had then retired to rest. His 
wife awoke him in a great fright, exclaiming “There is a 
fire!” Upon opening the front window he saw the flames 
coming out of the cellar. Himself and his wife, with the 
infant, then endeavoured to escape by the staircase, but they 
were driven back and much scorched by the flames. They 
then fled to the front window, without the loss of a moment, 
and made their escape that way. It was here proposed to 
send for Mr Price, but, upon several gentlemen stating that 
he was almost in a frantic state of mind, particularly when 
his attention was called to the calamity, the jury agreed to 
dispense with his attendance.—Several other witnesses were 
examined, but deposed to nothing of moment respecting the 
origin of the fire; after which evidence was called to identify 
the bodies, and some conversation took place respecting the 
length of time that elapsed before the fire-escapes were 
brought to the spot, in the course of which the keeper of the 
parish ladders stated that it would have taken him a full 
quarter of an hour, even if he had known of the fire in time, 
to have brought the ladder to Ivy lane. Several suggestions 
were then made respecting the best mode of remedying the 
defects in the present system, after which the Coroner read 
over the evidence, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Acci- 
dentally burnt to death.”

After much 
time spent in cavilling, the declarations made by the de- 
ceased, the night before his death, to the chaplain anda 
surgeon, were put in and read. They were to the effect, 
that John Hunt struck him, and he returned the blows, and 
then Patrick Hunt attacked him and beat him, and also 
kicked him on both sides of his stomach, and that as he was 
going up the barge to go ashore, Patrick Hunt laid hold of 
him and threw him into the river.—The Coroner said the 
jury ought not to place too much reliance on these declara- 
tions, which perhaps were not, strictly speaking, evidence.— 
The prisoners made a statement, that the deceased first 
attacked them, and they only acted in self-defence.—Mr 
Major, the juror, stated his reasons why a verdict of “ Man- 
slaughter” should be returned, and said the violence was 
dreadful, and in his opinion caused the poor man’s death. 
Another juror was of the same opinion. After the jury had 
deliberated for upwards of an hour, they returned a verdict 
that “ Barnabas Bourke died from mortal inflammation of 
the lungs; but whether caused by disease, or by force and 
violence, no fully satisfactory evidence hath app to the 
said jurors.”—The Coroner then ordered the to be 
taken back to the Thames Police court.—At five o'clock the 
prisoners were brought before Mr Broderip, who said the 
verdict left him to pursue the inquiry, if he thought proper, 
aad he should remand the prisoners till Monday next, and in 
the mean time the inspector would do all in his power to 
get up evidence.—Another inquest was held on y 
evening, at the Mail-Coach public-house, Upper street, 
Islington, to investigate the circumstances attendant 
the death of Charles Haywood, aged 30, who was killed on 
Monday morning in a fight which took place in Pocock’ 
fields, Islington.
